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8he le n Fortr-tw- n Footer Dcslfcaed by Ftfo
to Meet Chlenco'e Cruek, the Veneedor,
on Lake J'rle Next Mntith Novel
Methods Adoeted In Iter Coaetruelloe.

The yacht Canada, n picture of which will ba
found below, was built to represent Canada In
tho International raco Tor the forty-tw- o footers,
to be sailed In August on Lnko Krle. The chal-
lenge wis Issued by the Lincoln Park Yacht
Clubof Chlcgo ln behalf nf tho yacht Vonce-do- r.

It was addressed to the lioral Canadian
Yacht Club, which promptly accopted the defl
and set to work to procure a boat that would bo
thoroughly up to date.

For a time It was thought that the Zelma, n
very fast Fife boat, owned by Commodore
I.ucas. of tho Roynl Hamilton Yacht Club,
would bo sufficient to meet tho Chicago craft,
but when It was found that the representative
American craft was designed by Thoodoro
1'oeckel, tho Hoyal Canadian Yacht Club de.
elded that a now craft had better be ordered.
1'oeckel was for nine years ohlef superintendent
at tho llerreshoft shipyards, and all the Amer-
ican world-beate- which wero Issued during
that time passed through bis hands.

It was seen, therefore, that his Chicago pro-
duction, tho Veneedor, might be as good as any-
thing the llerreshoffs could turn out, and tho
Canadians could not nfford to tako chances In
selecting a craft that was ov cr two years old.
